GUTHRIE COPS 


Guthrie, Okla., Sept. 8—At no time 
since the city was foundede has GuthJ 
vie been so stirred as tonight. With 
the dead bodies of two veteran police 
oficers lying in the morgue, pierced 
through and through by bullets from 
automatic revolvers operated by a 
negro bootlegger whom the 
patrol­ 
men attempted to place tinder arrest 
for violation of the liquor laws, citi­ 
zens in mass-meeting took steps to 
rid the city of all “undesirables” and 
near midnight retired to their homes,
